Both buttons sound an alarm 
bell on the first floor of the 
building, alerting John Cunnanc, 
of Cornwells Heights, building 
electrician and the other main­ 
tenance men. 
“ Sometimes t h e y get pan­ 
icky,” Cunnane says. “They are 
frightened at being closed in. 
“ Sometimes a passenger when 
he gets in the elevator pushes 
the little button beside the big 
button marked with the floor 
number, which he should push. 
He gets frightened when the ele­ 
vator goes past the floor he 
wants and pushes an emergency 
button. 
"If someone is trapped in the 
elevator, we can usually help 
them from the control center on 
the first floor,’’ Cunnane says.
